[Explanation ] 

As to the invention in accordance with Claims 1 and 18 : 

In the Document 1, there is described a warp knitted fabric wherein a 
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reinforcing stabilizing yarn is inserted into in the the knitting width 
(course) direction or in the knitting length (wale) direction./ 

The reinforcing stabilizing yarn is equivalent to the main inserted 
yarn in accordance with Claim 1 of the present invention. 

And, the reinforcing stabilizing yarn includes at least one thead of 
elastic yarn. 

So that, the reinforcing stabilizing yarn is equivalent to the main 
elastic yarn in accordance with Claim 1 of the present invention. 

Further, in the Document 1, there is described that a texturiged yarn 
which may be obtained by false twisting or by the air texturing technique 
is used for the reinforcing stabilizing yarn, in this case, which can be 
recognized being in bulky. 

And, it is easily to make the reinforcing stabilizing yarn thick since 
the reinforcing stabilizing yarn is used to make a fabric strong and stable. 

So that, It is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the 
main inserted yarn together with the main inserted yarn as the reinforcing 
stabilizing yarn and to make the main inserted yarn more bulky and thicker 
in appearent thickness than both the main elastic yarn and the main inserted 
yarn. 

As to the invention in accordance with Claims 2 : 

It is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to form the base 
knitted fabric in mesh shaped by forming opening which is extending over 
the knitting textile design considering air-permeability of the warp knitted 
fabric. 

As to the invention in accordance with Claims 14 : 

A chenille yarn is well known as a texturiged yarn. 

As to the invention in accordance with Claims 15 and 16 : 

A seath core conjugate polyether-ester elastic yarn is described in 
the Document 4, it is easy for one of ordinary skill in the art to use the 
elastic yarn to the elastic yarn and the main knitting yarn of the fabric 
described in the Document 1. 

As to the invention in accordance with Claim 17 : 

The thickness of the elastic yarn is an element to be preferably and 
easi ly set up. 
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
